Old New York Boxing Club 
Passes Its 21st Milestone. 


One of New York's oldest boxing 
clubs, the New Polo Athletic associa- 
tion, will celebrate its 2ist birthday 
anniversary tonight. The New Polo, 
the scene of many great fistic battles, 
was incorporated in 1893. Its exhibl- 
tions of the manly art were originally 
staged in A clubhouse near the Polo 
grounds, but this was destroyed by 
fire about five years after the opening, 
and the club removed to a building at 
the corner of Park avenue and 128th 
street. For seven years the New Polo 
club operated under the old Horton 
law, which permitted 20-round con- 
tests to be held at reputable clubs, to 
which an admission could be charged 
and at which the referees were allowed 
to render decisions. 

It is like resurrecting the dead to 
mention some of the star boxers who 
have fought at the Polo club, Some 
of them are dead, and many of them 
are all but forgotten, such being the 
temporary nature of fame, as has been 
| pointed out by other gifted authors. 
jIke Weir, the Belfast Spider, first 
| Queensberry featherweight of the 
| world, now dead, displayed his prowess 
| before Polo audiences. So did George 
| tiaras the little colored boy who was 


the greatest of all feathers, now, 
j}numbered among the missing from the 
| world’s passenger list. Joe Gans, the 
}old master, also dead, delighted Polo 
| club crowds with his science and skill.

Flwood Haynes, the oldest automo- 
bile manufacturer in America, the 
man whom we as a nation are in- 
debted for the gasoline automobile, 
will yisit the New York automobile 
show. He will arrive in the city 
December 8, and make his headquar- 
ters at the Hotel Woodward whiclfad- 
joins the Haynes New York branch 
at 1716 Broadway, Mr. Haynes is still 
a young man. He is but 56 years 
old, He was born in Portland, In- 
diana, At the age of 14 he invented 
an apparatus for making oxygen gas 
and succeeded in melting brass, cast- 
fron and high carbon steel, using a 
furnace and blower of his own con- 


struction, 
At 21 he entered the Worcester 
Polytechnic institute and graduated 


three years later, taking as his thesis 
“The Effect of Tungsten on Tron and 
steel.” He discovered Tungsten steel 
the same year, a metal now in com- 
mon use, 

Returning to PorUand, Indiana, his 
home town, My, Haynes became prin- 
cipal of the Portland high school, 
which post he held during the year 
1888-1884. The year following he en- 
tered the John Hopkins university, 
Baltimore, Md., and took a_ post- 
gratuate course in chemistry and 
biography and returning again to 
Portland, Indiana, he taught science in 
the eastern Indiana normal school for 
the next two years, 

Mr, Haynes then entered the com- 
mercial field, accepting the manager- 
ship of the Portland Natural Gas and 
Oil company, he invented and perfect- 
ed a small vapor thermostat. 

The year 1890. found Mr,*+ Haynes 
{dentified with The Indiana Natural 
Gas and Oil company, of Chicago, 
Illinois, in the capacity of field super-

“In the fall of 1892 L moved to Ko-~ 
komo, Indiana, and the following sum- 
mer | had my plans sufficiently ma- 
tured to begin the actual construction 
of the ‘horseless carriage’, I ordered 
a one horsepower marine upright, two 
eyele gasoline engine, This) motor 
barely gave one brake horsepower and 
Weighed 180 pounds, It is interesting 
to note-in this connection, that an 
aeroplane motor of the same weight 
readily gives 40 horsepower, 


“The little machine was built up in 
the form of a small truck, Its total 
weight when completed was 820 Ibs. 
July 4th, 1894, when ready for test 
it was hauled into the country for 
three miles behind a horse carriage 
and started on a level turnpike. 

“It moved off at once at a speed of 
about seven miles per hour and was 
driven about one and one-half miles 
further into the country. It was thea 
turned about and ran all the way back 
to Kokomo without making a single 
stop. 

“[ was convinced upon this return 
trip that there was a future for tho 
‘herseless carriage’ although I did not 
at that time expect it to be so brilliant 
and imposing. 

“The best speed attained by the little 
machine in this condition was abovt 
eight miles per hour, whereas nineteen 
years later, the Haynes ‘Six’ Model 
23, on which I was a passenger during 
the 1918 tour of the Indian Automobile 
Manufacturers Association, from In- 
dianapolis to Los Angeles, coasted into 
Columbia, Mo., over an excellent 
stetch of highway at forty miles per 
hour.”
